Nothing Abnormal About %the Slay­ 
ers' Phantasies, Witness Says— Re­ 
view of Testimony. 


Chicago,

l l . —Dr. 
Hugh 
T. 
Patrick, state alienist, testified at the 
hearing of N a th a n Leopold and Rich­ 
ard Loeb for the m u rd e r of Robert 
Franks, that there was no evidence 
of mental disease in Richard Loeb on 
May 21, the day of the murder. 
The prosecution, striving to break 
down the defense case of 
“diseased 
functioning of the mind,” took Dr. 
Patrick carefully along the line of the 
defense evidence in an effort to dis­ 
prove every sta te m e n t put forward 
“in mitigation of p u n ish m en t ” 
Jo h n S. Sbarbaro, a ssistant s t a te ’s 
attorney, asked Dr. Pa tric k whether 
he had formed an opinion of Loeb, 
taking into consideration the sta te ­ 
m en t of the 
defense th a t 
the 
de­ 
fendant was im m ature, physically and 
mentally. 
‘Yes, I have,” the witness replied. 
I saw' no evidence of a m ental dis­ 
ease,” the witness answered, 
unless 
one were to consider th a t the com ­ 
mission of a crime was evidence of a 
m ental disease.” 
Sbarbaro adm itted 
other a s s u m p ­ 
tious to his 
hypothetical 
question, 
each time asking Dr. Patrick w hether 
he had an opinion regarding Loeb s 
mental condition iii the light Of the 
various assumptions. 
Lack time Dr 
Patrick replied that 
he had an opinion; that his opinion 
was that Loeb did not have a mental 
d isease on May 21. 1924, when Robert 
F ranks was m u rd e re d ; and that his

He went up to Jerusalem very often 
to attend the various feasts. 
Begin­ 
ning at the age of twelve this custom 
was habitual with Him to the end of 
His ministry. 
He was under the law 
and therefore IL* obeyed ll (Dent. 
10:10), but primarily He went up be­ 
cause it was His Father’s bouse. 
It 
is important that all people from their 
youth up should make the attendance 
upon the house of God a habit of their 
i lives. 
II. The Temple Defiled (v. 14). 
For the various sacrifices in the 
temple many oxen, sheep and doves 
were needed. Many persons came from 
distant parts of the land ;• therefore, It 
was imprnctlenble to bring their sac­ 
rifices with them, so they brought 
money and bought the animals needed. 
This privilege tile Lord had granted to 
them (Petit. 14:24-20). This exchange 
was necessary, but when evil men 
used it as an opportunity for gain it 
became an offense before God. 
If 
Christ were to come to many of our 
so-called houses of God today lie 
woald find them polluted In Just as ag­ 
gravating a way. 
His purging the 
temple courts shows 
the need of 
purity and order In all matters con­ 
nected with divine worship. 
III. Jesus 
Cleansing 
the 
Temple 
(vv. 15-17). 
1. Driving Out the Merchants and 
Animals (v. 15). 
Being the Lord of 
the temple, the very Messiah who 
should come to His temple, He had the 
right to cleanse It, to drive out those 
who polluted It. 
It Is not said that 
He used the scourge of cords but, at 
any rate, It was the symbol of au­ 
thority. 
2. Ills Command (v. IO). 
“Make 
not my Father’s house an house of 
merchandise.’’ 
Merchandise is legiti­ 
mate In its place. 
Any use of the 
Lord’s house other than to worship I 
, nnd honor Him Is to make It a plaee 
of merchandise, to pollute It. 
There 


I Is great danger of a worldly spirit In- 
j trading into the domain of religion. 
Men who unite with the church for 
temporal Interests, men who come to 
the house of worship with worldly 
m a t t e r s uppermost In their thought, 
ministers who se rv e us professionals. 
men who bring their ill-gotten trains to 
help further the work of the Lord. In 
fact all who do not behave properly 
In the Lord’s house, are defiling it nnd 
therefore all such must meet His Judg­ 
ment. 
S. III* Zeal (v. 17). 
He was so 
completely dominated by the passion 
to do the will of God that He unre­ 
servedly gave Himself to Hts work. 
This was according to the prophecy, 
“The zeal of thine house hath eaten 
me up.” 
We should take His act as 
an example to us In the divine service 
nnd manifest commendable zeal. This 
reform did not prove permanent. 
A 
few years later He cleansed It again. 
This shows how quickly the human 
heart Is under the control of sin. The 
only permanent reformation Is that 
which Is wrought In regeneration. The 
new birth Is necessary. 
IV. The 
Jew s 
Demanding a 
Sign 
(vv. IS-22). 
The\ demanded of Jesus that He 
show Ills authority for such behavior. 
He told them that the only sign that 
would be given was His death and 
resurrection. 
Destroying the temple 
and raising it up In three days refers 
to His crucifixion and resurrection. 
The resurrect tim Is an unalterable 
proof of Ills divine gunship (Rom. 
l:-4). 
Jesus came forth from the 
grave of Ills own power. 
The Jews 
did not want a sign. They were only 
finding excuses for their wickedness. 
Men today who are demanding proof 
of Christ’s divinity do not really wish 
the proof hut are only trying to find 
excuses for their sins. Jean* had th© 
ability to Justify His ways before God 
and man. 
After the resurrection the 
disciples remembered the words of 
Jesus on this occasion. 
This shows 
that no sowing of the truth shall 
eventually fall. 
This ought to be a 
great comfort for Sunday school teach­ 
ers and Christian workers.

vinced that depletion of natura 
resources is real and extensive. 
A t the beginning of their operations 
the most strenuous efforts were m ade 
to secure every conceivable m arket for 
its use. 
N atu ra l gas was installed as 
fuel u nder the boilers of industrial 
pow er plants, in steel and iron blast 
and heating furnaces, in glass factories, 
pottery and brick kilns, in short a m a r ­ 
ket was sought w herever fuel was con­ 
sumed. 
Such large units of use were 
profitable to the new undertaking be­ 
cause they furnished an outlet for the 
excessive 
production 
from 
a 
most 
abundant supply found in untouched 
territory. 
Household 
furnaces, 
and 
heating 
furnaces designed to burn coal, were 
easily equipped to burn gas, and this 
class of business contributed to the 
means necessary to the expanding n c- 
Velopment of the industry. Companies 
multiplied, and some towns were offer­ 
ed and some accepted .services from 
two companies, which vied with each 
other in their efforts to secure business 
by ruinous competition in price or 
other methods just as detrim ental to 
sensible business practice. 
This intensified production and sell­ 


ing of natural gas continued for a few 
years and then these activities declined 
m uch more quickly than they were 
builded up, because the supply of gas 
became uncertain and could not be de­ 
pended upon for u ninterrupted serv­ 
ice. 
I hen a little later it was brought 
home to all that house-heating with 
furnaces and boilers could no longer 
be relied upon with natural gas as fuel, 
especially in cold weather, and so this 
profitable business of tile gas com ­ 
panies has largely gone the way of the 
industrial income, and they are left 
with the most unprofitable p a rt of the 
business, 
A factory of size will use through 
one meter as m uch gas as say 20,000 
people, and the Gas C om pany with but 
that one meter and service line for in­ 
vestment and repair, can realize infin­ 
itely m ore profit than to serve the 20,- 
000 through, say 30 miles of street 
mains, 5,000 service lines and meters, 
5,(xx) book accounts, 5,000 meter read­ 
ings, and innum erable service calls to 
adjust complaints, etc. 
Is it reasonable to assume that if 
there was enough gas procurable that 
such curtailm ent of activities and in­ 
come would be adopted by natural gas 
producers? 
W e do not think for one 
m oment that you think so, so why do 
some people persist in Saying that de­ 
pletion is an artificial condition created 
solely to compel a higher price for gas?

dent Coolidge in the first great speech 
of the political campaign—his speech 
accepting the nomination as President 
him by the Republican party, 
and delivered In Washington the eve- 


before the war. 
Compensation is be­ 
ing paid at the rate of about $100,- 
000,000 a year, soon to be increased 
by $30,000,000 more, $40,000,000 have 
been provided for hospital facilities, 
which are open to veterans of all 
American wars. 
“No government,” the President de­ 
clared, “ever provided so generously 
for those disabled by service in time 
of war.” 
Touching the exclusion law and re­ 
stricted 
Immigration 
generally, 
the 
President said: “Restricted Immigra­ 
tion is not an offensive but a purely 
defensive action. 
It is not adopted In 
criticism of others in the slightest 
degree, but solely for the purpose of 
protecting ourselves. 
We cast no as­ 
persions on any race or creed, but we 
must remember that every object of 
our Institutions of society and gov­ 
ernment will fail unless America be 
kept American.” 
Next the President dealt with the 
tariff. 
“By means of a 
protective 
tariff,” he said, “we have saved Amer- 
! lean agriculture, labor, and Industry 
Ding of August 14. 
After outlining the sound foundation ! from the menace of having their great

the President said: “Party means po­ 
litical co-operation, not as an end in 
itself, but a means, an instrument of 
government. 
If founded upon a great 
moral 
principle 
and 
directed 
with 
scrupulous regard for its integrity, it 
cannot fail to sweep onward and up­ 
ward, advancing always steadily and 
surely, a mighty constructive force, a 
glorious bearer of progress. 
“That is what the Republican party 


home marl#et destroyed through the 
dumping upon it of a flood of foreign 
products. 
Under this wise policy we 
saw an economic revival, and our peo­ 
ple as a whole, la marked distinction 
from the sufferers from the financial 
distress 
and 
depression 
of 
other 
lands, have come into an era of pros­ 
perity and plenty. As a source of rev­ 
enue the tariff surpassed all expecta- 
i tions in producing an annual return 
of the unprecedented sum of about 
always has been and is today. In full $550,000,000. 
A fiscal policy which 
faith that such it will continue to be, 
deeply conscious of the high honor it 
confers and the responsibility it im­ 
poses, I accept its nomination for 
President of the United States. 
“In the history of our country is re­ 
corded the public services rendered by 
our party for more than the three­ 
score years. 
That is secure. 
I pass 
on to the recent past and the present.” 
Progress of Four Years. 
The President pointed out the con­ 
dition of the nation In March, 1921, 
when the Republicans resumed the 
reins of government after a lapse of 
eight years. 
Though more than tw’o 
years bud passe*] since the armistice, 
the nation was still technically In a 
stute of war. 
No diplomatic relations 
existed with Turkey, Greece, Russia, 
Colombia or Mexico, the Far East 
situation 
caused 
“grave 
apprehen­ 
sions.” 
Because of the war, “a reck­ 
less extravagance had come to char­ 
acterize the administration of public 
affairs and was all too prevalent In 
private life.” 
The national debt had 
risen to the staggering total of $24,- 
000,000,000, more than $7,000,000,000 
of it in short-time obligations without 
provision for payment. 
Government 
bonds were below par. High war taxes 
burdened the people. 
Demobilization 
and liquidation were incomplete. Huge 
railroad accounts remained unsettled. 
Transportation 
was 
crippled. 
Un­ 
liquidated foreign debts amounted to 
$11,000,000,000. Banks were filled with 
frozen ussets. Interest was high, capi­ 
tal scarce, and financial distress acute. 
About 5,000,000 were without employ­ 
ment. No adequate provision had been 
made for relieving disabled veterans 
and their dependents. The great pow­ 
ers continued to burden their peoples 
by building competitive armaments. 
An avalanche of war-worn people and 
cheapened 
merchandise 
Impended 
upon America from foreign lands, the 
President pointed out. 
Turning to the settlement of these 
vast problems since the start of the 
Republican 
regime, 
the 
President 
pointed out that treaties of world-wide 
importance have been ratified with 
Germany. Austria, Hungary, Colombin 
and Mexico, that 42 other treaties 
have met with the approval of the sen­ 
ate, while fl still awalt action. Friend­ 
ly intercourse with Greece and Turkey 
has been resumed. 
Ponce and Ameri­ 
can rights have been assured In the 
F ar East and the Pacific. 
Turning to finance, the President 
called attention to the enactment of 
the budget system, and the resultant 
tremendous savings. 
“For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1921,” President Coolidge said, “our 
expenditures were $5,588.000.OOO and 
our surplus was $80,000,000. 
For the 
year Just closed our expenditures were 
$3,497,000,000. and our surplus exceed­ 
ed $500,000,000. 'This was a reduction 
in the annual cost of government of 
$2,041,000,000. 
The public debt now 
stands at about $21.250,(kit),OOO, which 
is a reduction In three years of about 
$2,750,000,OOO and means an annual 
saving in interest of more than $120,- 
090,000. 
The $7,000,000,000 of short- 
time obligations have all been quietly 
refunded or paid* 
The internal reve­ 
nue tuxes have been reduced twice, 
and many of them repealed, so that 
during tile present fiscal year the tax 
receipts show a saving to the people 
of approximately $6,000,000 a day com­ 
pared 
with 
1921. 
One 
government 
bond has sold well over 105” 
The President pointed out that more 
than 40 per cent of the debt due us 
from foreign nations has been liquidat­ 
ed, 
providing funds for liquidating 
about $13,OOO,(KR),UH) of the national 
debt during a 02-year term. 
“The finances of this nation h u n 


! places u large and much needed rev- 
! enue in the public treasury, while 
I stimulating business to a condition of 
abounding prosperity, defends itself 
1 against any criticism. 
Its merits are 
I demonstrated by its results. 
We have 
protected our own Inhabitants from 
the economic disaster of an invasion 
of loo many foreign people or too 
much foreign merchandise.” 
The Washington Conference. 
Next the acceptance speech dealt 
with 
the 
Washington 
conference 
whereby an end was put to the ruin­ 
ous competitive naval armaments of 
world 
powers, 
the 
importance 
of 
which has never been fully realized by 
the people in general, Mr. Coolidge 
declared. 
Turning to the “honest government” 
Issue, President Coolidge pointed out 
bluntly that In all his studies of politi­ 
cal history be could not recall an ad- 
minliration which was desirous of n 
dishonest government that, to check 
extravagance, introduced a budget sys­ 
te m , rut taxes, purged pay rolls, made 
enormous reductions in the public debt 
end laid firmer foundations for the 
peace of the world. 
President Coolidge declared he fa­ 
vored tilt* system of private American 
enterprise and was opposed to the ex- 
ti as ion of government ownership and 
control; that he believed in economy 
in public expenditures and the practi­ 
cal application of the fehory; that he 
believed in tax reduction and tax re­ 
form; that he favored protection. 
Favors Permanent Court. 
“I favor _the permanent court and 
further limitation of armaments,” the 
President said. 
“I am opposed to ag­ 
gressive war. 
I shall avoid involving 
ourselves in tile political controversies 
of Europe, but I shall do w hat#can to 
encourage American citizens nnd re­ 
sources to assist in restoring Europe, 
with the sympathetic support of our 
’ government. 
I want agriculture and 
industry on a sound basis of prosperity 
and equality. I shall continue to strive 
for the economic, moral and spiritual 
welfare of my country. American citi­ 
zens will decide in the coming election 
whether these principles shall have 
their approval and support. 
“The domestic affairs of our country 
appear to me to lie by far tile chief 
concern. 
From this source comes our 
strength. Tile lr me market consumes 
nearly ail our production. 
Within our 
own boundaries will be determined to 
a very large degree tile economic wel­ 
fare and the moral worth of the Ameri­ 
can people. These are plain facts, but 
there are others equally plain.” 
Reaffirming his opposition to en­ 
trance into tile League of Nations as a 
surrender of independence, the Presi- 
dena favored becoming a member of 
the permanent Court of International 
Justice, “as peace means fundamental­ 
ly a reign of law.” Entrance into the 
so-called World court "would do much 
to indicate our determination to re­ 
strain the rule of force and solidify 
and sustain the rule of reason among ! 
nations,” Mr. Coolidge said. 
America Helps Europe. 
Tile President reviewed the dlfticul- :

He 
pointed to the written agreement with 
Mexico to negotiate a treaty of amity 
and commerce such as has not been in 
existence since 1881. 
Equal Opportunities for All. 
Of discrimination of all kinds, Presi­ 
dent Coolidge said: “This is one coun­ 
try; we are one people united by com­ 
mon Interests. There should be no fa­ 
vorites and no outcasts; no race or re­ 
ligious prejudices in the government. 
America opposes special privilege for 
anybody, and favors equal opportunity 
for everybody. 
It has adopted these 
conclusions because they are the logi­ 
cal conclusions of our ideals of free­ 
dom. 
Moreover, we believe they con­ 
tribute to our material welfare. 
We 
oppose the artificial supports pf privi­ 
lege and monopoly because they are 
both unjust and uneconomic. 
They 
are not right. 
They do not work.” 
The Farm Situation. 
Reviewing the situation of the farm­ 
er, the President said that one of the 
first thoughts in 1921 was for the re­ 
lief and revival of agriculture as a 
fundamental 
industry, 
and 
touched 
i upon the credits of between three and 
four hundred million dollars extended 
through the War Finance corporation, 
an additional $50,000,000 provided for 
the relief of the cattle industry, and 
the formation of a $10,000,000 corpora­ 
tion in the siding which, it was esti­ 
mated, can furnish $100,000,000 for di­ 
versification and relief In the North­ 
west. He told of the activities of the 
Intermediate credit banks, directly and 
Indirectly assisting 500,000 farmers. 
The President commented on the 
present upturn of prices for agricul­ 
tural products. 
“The government rendered a great 
deal 
of assistance,” he said, “and 
private enterprise co-operated, but the 
fundamental remedy was provided, as 
It always must he provided, not so 
much through the enactment of legis­ 
lative laws as through the working 
out of economic laws. 
Because the 
farmers have thoroughly realized this, 
they have on the whole opposed price 
fixing by legislation. 
While maintain­ 
ing that sound position, 
they have 
seen a partial relief come In a natural 
way, us It was bound to come. 
“We now need in agriculture more 
organization, 
co-operation, 
and 
di­ 
versification. The farmer should have 
the benefit of legislation providing for 
flood control and development of in­ 
land waterways, better navigation east 
and south from the Great 
Lakes, 
reclamation, nnd especially relief for 
those who cannot 
meet their pay­ 
ments on irrigation projects. 
But the 
main problem is marketing. Co-opera­ 
tive 
effort, 
reorganization 
of 
the 
freight-rate structure, good business, 
nnd good wages In manufacturing, and 
the settlement of European affairs will 
all help to provide better market con­ 
ditions. 
“The Republican platform recognizes 
that agriculture should he on a basis 
of economic equality with other indus­ 
tries. 
This is easy to say, but the 
farmers themselves nnd their advisers 
have never been able to agree on a 
plan to provide It by law. 
Now that 
nature and economic law have given 
some 
temporary 
relief, 
I 
propose, 
therefore, to appoint a committee to 
investigate and report measures to 
the congress in December that may 
help secure this result which we all 
desire. 
I want profitable agriculture 
established permanently. 
I want to 
see tile dollar of the farmer always 
purchase as much as any other dollar. 
“Under tile policy of protection and 
restrictive Immigration,” lie asserted, 
“no deflation of wages has occurred. 
Vt bile the cokt of living has gone 
down, wages have advanced. 
The 12- 
hour day and 
the 
seven-day 
week 
have practically been abolished. 
The 
uninterrupted operation of public util­ 
ities with mutually satisfactory and 
legally established methods of Adjust- 
| lag labor questions have been sought. 
; Collective bargaining and voluntary 
arbitration have been encouraged. Ite- 
publican rule iias raised the wage 
! earner to a higher standard than he 
i ever occupied before anywhere in the 
i world.” 
Reduction of Expenses. 
President Coolidge then pointed out 
i that the 
jieople of the country, be- 
I cause of 
the war have had to re- 
i create nearly one-fifth of our national 
I resources. 
We can make up the loss, 
i he said, only by saving part of what 
j we produce eueh day. 
I 
“It Is for that reason,” he contin- I 
ued, “that the present administration 
! has made 
every possible effort to cut * 
down 
the 
expenses of government, j 
j The expenses of the government roach j 
! everybody. 
Taxes take from every- 
! one a part of his earnings, and force 
J everyone to work for a certain part of 
I his time for the government. 
“When we come to realize that tlx* 
I yearly expenses of all the governments 
In this country have reached the stu­ 
pendous sum of about $7,500,OOO,(KH), 
j we get some Idea of what this means. 
I Of this amount about $3,500,000,000 is 
1 needed by the national government* 
and the remainder by local govern­ 
ments. Such a sum is diftlcult to com­ 
prehend. 
It represents all the pay of 
6,000,000 wag** earners receiving $5 a 
day, working 800 days in the year. 
If 
the government should add on $100,- 
000,000 of exj>ense, It would represent 
four days more work of these wage 
earners. 
These are game of the rea­ 
sons why I want to cut down public 
expense, 
"Because of inj belief In these prin­ 
ciples, I favor economy that the taxes 
of everybody may be reduced. 
Much 
has already been dona. The b ill which 
I signed will save the people shout 
$1,000,000 each day. 
I want further 
tax reduction and more tax radons. 


The raising of the revenge required to 
conduct our government Is intimately 
connected with our economic welfare. 
If it is done by wise nnd Just laws, the 
burden will he most easily bdrne. But 
lf the method of taxation is not sound 
disaster will follow, reaching even to 
financial 
panic. 
Our first 
thought 
should he to maintain unimpaired the 
activity of agriculture and industry 
That tax is theoretically best which in­ 
terferes least with business. 
Asks Just Taxation.

“I would make clearly and definitely 
one other requirement, that no indi­ 
vidual, or group of Individuals, may 
expect any governmental favors in re­ 
turn for party assistance. 
Whatever 
anyone gives must tie given for the 
common good, or not at all. Contribu­ 
tions can he received on no other basis. 
“For the first time after having op­ 
portunity fully to organize, the worn- 
en of the nation are bringing the new 
force which they represent directly to 
bear on our political affairs. 
I know 
that the Influence of womanhood will 
guard the home, which is the citadel of 
the nation. I know* it will he a protec­ 
tor of childhood. I know it will be on 
the side of humanity. I welcome it as 
a great instrument of mercy nnd n 
mighty agency of peace. I want every 
woman to vote. 
“The Constitution is the sole source 
and guaranty of national freedom. We 
believe that the safest place to declare 
and interpret the Constitution which 
the people have made is in the Su­ 
preme court of the United States.

“Versailles, whose mirrors have re­ 
flected world moving ev. lits from the 
machinations of Madame de Mnint coon 
to the signing of tile World war treaty 
in 1918. Is less often recognized as the 
official capital of France, 
Elections in Palace and Cluhs. 
“Although the senate and chamber 
of deputies of France convene in Purl** 
now, they m u s t meet Jo in tly at Ver­ 
sailles to elect a President. 
This offi­ 
cer ordinarily lives for seven years in 
t ’.c Palais de I'Elysee and performs 
duties similar to those of the British 
king; he speaks at patriotic gatherings, 
unveils monuments and calls in new 
premiers to replace defeated execu­ 
tives. 
Mlllerand, under pressure of 
tho French legislature, resigned before 
bls term ended.
